MY  SALUTE  TO  THE  FOUNDATION 

I  salute  all  who  have  an  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  Foundation 
and  especially  those  good  citizens  who  work  generously  as  volunteers, 
the  real  "sparkplugs"  in  many  organizations.  May  they  find  the  reward 
of  satisfaction  in  struggling  to  preserve  the  best  of  the  past  in  a  society  that 
may  be  guilty  of  undue  haste  in  changing  things  just  for  the  sake  of 
change. 

I  know  what  I  would  wish  to  say  to  the  membership  of  1988  but  it  has 
been  said  before  from  time  to  time  and  said  better  than  I  could  do  it.  That 
is  no  reason  for  not  saying  it  again  if  it  is  the  perfect  summary.  Hence,  I 
draw  again  upon  the  words  of  that  great  Canadian,  orator,  editor, 
statesman  and  man  of  wisdom,  Joseph  Howe,  speaking  as  though  he  was 
facing  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation: 

"A  wise  nation,"  said  he,  "preserves  its  records,  gathers  up  its 
muniments,  decorates  the  tombs  of  its  illustrious  dead,  repairs  its  great 
public  structures  and  fosters  pride  and  love  of  country  by  perpetual 
references  to  the  sacrifices  and  glories  of  the  past." 

I  hope  the  Joseph  Howe  words  which  my  friends  have  heard  before 
will  be  sounded  again  many  times. 
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Chairman's  Report 


The  year  1987  brought  to  the  Foundation  the  challenge  of  change. 
Early  on,  the  struggles  with  provincial  deficit  reduction  resulted  in  the 
cancelling  of  funding  programmes  within  the  Department  of  Culture  & 
Multiculturalism.  The  Foundation  was  asked  by  Hon.  Dennis 
Anderson,  then  Minister  of  Culture,  to  consider  including  the  cancelled 
programmes  in  its  own  granting  system,  which  we  were  able  to  do. 
While  the  added  requests  brought  increased  financial  strain,  there  was 
benefit  in  eliminating  the  duplication  of  granting  services.  In  addition, 
we  accepted  responsibility  for  the  Department's  unfilfilled  grant 
commitments.  These  changes  necessitated  rethinking  and 
reorganization  of  the  grant  programme,  resulting  in  the  recent  Board 
approval  of  revised  guidelines.  We  trust  the  grants  available  through  the 
Foundation  will  richly  serve  and  stimulate  Albertans  in  their  many 
preservation  ventures. 

The  Alberta  Main  Street  Programme  was  launched  in  1987.  In  an 
arrangement  unique  in  Canada,  the  Foundation  and  its  partners.  The 
Heritage  Canada  Foundation  and  Alberta  Culture  and  Multiculturalism, 
are  providing  assistance  to  five  Alberta  communities  for  the 
revitalization  and  development  of  the  historical  and  business  resources 
of  their  downtown  areas.  From  the  more  than  12  submissions  received, 
the  towns  selected  for  the  3-year  programme  are  Cardston,  Crowsnest 
Pass,  Claresholm,  Drumheller  and  Lacombe. 

More  Albertans  are  "taking  a  heritage  break."  The  1987  Annual 
General  Meeting,  held  in  partnership  with  the  Historical  Society  of 
Alberta,  took  place  in  Drumheller,  where  200  delegates  gathered  to 
exchange  ideas  and  to  experience  the  historic  resources  of  the  area.  In 
conjunction  with  our  regional  programme,  an  autumn  outing  was  held 
in  Beiseker,  which  was  attended  by  160  Foundation  members  and 
guests.  We  are  pleased  with  the  upsurge  of  interest  in  exploring  historic 
Alberta  and  hope  to  continue  providing  this  activity  for  our  members. 

Among  the  year's  highlights  for  the  Board  and  staff  was  the 
opportunity  to  be  involved  in  the  funding  of  heritage  projects.  The 
Foundation  received  236  grant  requests,  totalling  $3,661,399.00,  of 
which  we  were  able  to  approve  130,  for  an  expenditure  of  $792,071 .00. 
Sometimes,  through  awarding  a  grant  we  were  able  to  draw  attention  to 
the  potential  of  an  unused  building,  such  as  the  Victoria  Nurses' 
Residence,  Medicine  Hat,  or  the  Gibson  Block  in  Edmonton.  In  other 
cases,  a  grant  from  the  Foundation  was  the  first  step  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  a  major  historic  resource,  as  typified  by  the  Lac  La  Biche  Mission. 
Other  projects  focused  on  human  history  like  that  of  Pekuni:  A 
Sovereign  Nation,  a  video  produced  by  the  Pincher  Creek  Film  Society 
to  educate  and  inform  the  public  about  the  history  and  culture  of  the 
Peigan  Indians. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  staff, 
volunteers  and  members  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  my 
term  as  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Foundation.

Note  1  Authority 

The  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation  operates  under 
the  authority  of  the  Historical  Resources  Act,  Chapter  H-8, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 


Note  2  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 

(a)  General 

These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
except  that  the  cost  of  historical  assets  is  charged  to 
expenditure  on  acquisition  and  shown  at  cost  on  the 
balance  sheet  as  historical  assets  with  the  offsetting  credit 
to  equity  in  historical  assets.

ARCHITECTURAL  HERITAGE 
AWARD  —  (Residential/Commercial) 
recognizes  outstanding  efforts  in  pre- 
serving a  building  or  group  of 
buildings. 

The  year's  award  goes  to  the  Edmon- 
ton Public  School  Board  for  the 
restoration  and  rehabilitation  of  the 
McKay  Avenue  School.  After  seventy- 
eight  years  of  continuous  service  as  an 
educational  institute,  the  historical 
McKay  Avenue  School  now  serves  as 
an  Archives,  Museum,  and  multi- 
service facility  for  the  Edmonton 
Public  Schools  and  community. 


Fort  Vermilion  and 

District  Bicentennial 
CELEBRATIONS 

In  1788  Charles  Boyer,  an  employee 
of  the  North  West  Company,  estab- 
lished a  provisional  post  called  'Old 
Establishment'  on  the  Peace  River,  five 
miles  downstream  from  today's  Fort 
Vermilion.  It  marked  the  extension  of 
the  fur  trade  into  the  north  west  and 
subsequent  settlement  of  the  region.  In 
1789,  Vaudreuil  surveyed  the  Peace  to 
Boyer' s  post  and  Alexander  Mackenzie 
visited  the  area  en  route  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean  in  1792.  Soon  after,  many  forts 
were  established  along  the  Peace  by 
both  the  North  West  Company  and  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  in  their  fierce 
competition  for  the  rich  furs  of  the  area, 
until  the  two  companies  joined  forces  in 
1821.  When  the  rivalry  ceased.  Fort 
Vermilion,  at  its  present  site,  became 
an  important  trading  centre. 


Irene  (Peace)  Training  School 


During  the  late  1800's  Anglican  and 
Roman  Catholic  missionaries  estab- 
lished churches,  schools  and  medical 
missions  near  the  Fort  to  serve  the  Cree 
and  Dene  Indians,  descendants  of  the 
fur  traders  and  early  settlers.  One  of  the 
Anglican  missionaries,  the  Reverend 
A.  G.  Garrioch,  built  a  mission  training 
school  which  Bishop  Bompas  named 
the  Irene  (Peace)  Training  School  in 
1881. 

To  mark  its  historic  two  hundred 
years  of  fur  trade,  commerce  and 
agriculture  in  the  region,  the  Fort 
Vermilion  and  District  Bicentennial 
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Association  has  planned  year-long 
celebrations  during  1988.  A  com- 
memorative Calendar  of  Events  has 
been  printed,  listing  all  the  activities, 
one  of  which  is  the  Fort  Vermilion  and 
District  Bicentennial  Homecoming 
from  July  29th- August  9th,  1988.  A 
special  pin  and  medallion,  depicting 
the  cultural  and  economic  history  of  the 
area,  has  been  made  to  commemorate 
the  occasion  and  a  two- volume  book, 
focusing  on  the  history  and  people  of 
Fort  Vermilion  and  area,  is  being 
published.  Price  $76.00/set. 


The  Tallcree  Board  of  Education  has 
also  published  a  book,  focusing  on  the 
native  role  in  the  development  of  the 
area,  entitled  Fort  Vermilion  Tribal 
Council's  Historical  Notes.

CULTURAL  RENDEZVOUS  CULTUREL 

LAC  LA  BICHE  MISSION,  LAC  LA  BICHE 
JUNE  30th-JULY  3rd,  1988 


After  eight  years  of  visits  from 
itinerant  Oblate  missionaries.  Father 
Albert  Lacombe's  1852  visit  confirmed 
the  need  for  a  permanent  mission 
among  the  Indians,  Metis  and  pre- 
dominately French-Canadian  fur 
traders  and  trappers  residing  in  the  Lac 
La  Biche  area.  The  following  year 
Father  Rene  Remas  arrived,  built  a  log 
cabin  near  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
post  in  Lac  La  Biche,  and  started  the 
Mission  named  Notre  Dame  des 
Victoires. 

On  instructions  from  Bishop 
Alexandre  Tache,  the  Oblates  moved 
the  Mission  to  its  present  location  in 
1855.  This  began  the  development  of 
Notre  Dame  des  Victoires  as  a  depot  for 
Oblate  missions  in  the  Peace,  Ath- 
abasca and  Mackenzie  River  districts. 
Soon,  the  schools  and  convent,  run  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity  (the  Grey  Nuns), 
along  with  the  warehouses,  boat  con- 
struction facilities,  extensive  farming 
operations,  multi-lingual  press,  flour 
mill  and  sawmill,  all  reflected  the 


Mission's  importance  and  self- 
sufficiency. 

From  1870  to  1889,  the  Mission  also 
enjoyed  prominence  as  the  residence  of 
Henri  Faraud,  Vicar  Apostolic  of 
Athabasca-Mackenzie.  With  the 
departure  of  Bishop  Faraud  in  1889  and 
the  emergence  of  altemate  transpor- 
tation routes  in  the  1880's  and  1890's, 
the  importance  of  the  Mission  rapidly 
declined. 


The  Convent  —  Lac  La  Biche  Mission 

Spearheaded  by  the  Lac  La  Biche 
Historical  Preservation  Society,  the 
Lac  La  Biche  Mission  was  designated  a 
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Provincial  Historic  Resource  on 
September  1st,  1987.  Much  work  has 
been  done  at  the  site,  including  the 
stabilization  of  the  Convent,  which 
may  be  the  oldest  standing  sawn- 
lumber  building  in  Alberta.  Research 
reveals  that  it  was  constructed  in  the 
years  1872-75. 

To  implement  the  concept  of  cultural 
tourism  at  a  major  historical  attraction 
which  has  both  provincial  and  national 
importance,  the  Lac  La  Biche  Mission 
Historical  Preservation  Society  has 
organized  a  Cultural  Rendezvous 
Culturel,  June  30th-July  3rd,  1988,  to 
honour  students  who  boarded  at  the  Lac 
La  Biche  Mission  Convent.  A  full 
program  of  activities  has  been  planned, 
such  as  bus  tours,  fish  fries,  tour- 
naments, sing  songs,  church  services 
and  local  and  provincial  archive 
displays.

Both  my  father  and  grandfather 
worked  as  C.N.R.  station  agents. 
They,  and  their  wives  and  families, 
lived  for  over  80  collective  years  in  an 
area  running  froth  Calgary  to  Saska- 
toon popularly  known  as  the  "Goose 
Lake  Line."  I  have  discovered  little  or 
no  research  of  that  time  and  of  similar 
lives.  Consequently,  my  research  is 
concentrated  on  that  specific  "Goose 
Lake"  stretch  of  track  and  on  the  lives 
of  the  women  and  men  who  lived  and 
worked  along  it.  The  material  I'm 
hoping  to  gather  would  be  in  the  nature 
of  the  following: 

1)  The  dates  the  "Goose  Lake"  line 
operated  and  through  which 
towns. 

2)  Where  the  station  houses  are  now;

10)  Human    moments:  humour/ 
disasters/family  life/isolation/ 
love/sex/entertainment/liquor 
sources/weather/climate .
